On Account of the Recent 


Warm Weather — Cold 
Storage Combinations are 


1 Blamed for Big Advances 


in Food Stuffs.

Washington. Nov. 27. — Thanksgiv- 


ing dinner will be the most expen- 
sive meal the average American has 
eaten in the last 23 years. It will cost 
from 35 to 100 per cent more than it 
did ten years ago and from 15 to 50 
per cent more than any Thanksgiving 
day in the last six years, according 
to recently gathered government sta- 
tistics. 


Thousands of turkeys spoiled by 


having been shipped to market dur- 
ing the ^unseasonably warm wave 
•which overspread the country a week 
ago, the 
drought of last summer. 


which shortened crop yields, partic- 
ularly white potatoes; an alleged cold 
storage combination, which Attorney 
General McReynolds now is investi- 
gating to find if millions of dozens 
of eggs and millions of pounds of 
dairy products have been 
withheld 


from the market 
by middlemen to 


force high prices, and the steady soar- 
ing of prices generally during the last 
decade are among the 
contributing 


causes to which economists point. 


The great American hen. however, 


is somewhat responsible for the ex- 
traordinarily high price of eggs, ac- 
cording to department of agriculture 
officials, who are reluctant to place ail 
the blame on cold storage. Heat and 
drought of the last summer, they say, 
caused the hens to stop laying sooner 
than usuaL 


As t« turkey, the rise In price seems 


to have extended all along the route 
to the consumer, beginning at the 
barnyard, where the farmer received 
an average of 15 cents a pound 
foi 


his birds—about 1-2 cent more than 
he got last year. But turkey is not a 
Thanksgiving bird at all. according 
to the experts. 


'•The Lord never intended turkey 


to be the Thanksgiving food of the 
country generally," says Dr. Mary E. 
Pennington, the 
expert in food 
re- 


search in the federal bureau of chem- 
istry. 


"Christmas is the time for turkey. 


Green goose is the Thanksgiving bird, 
and is generally used in Europe, 
where St. Martin's day is celebrated 
about this time of the year. In colo- 
nial days in New England, where the 
winter season sets in early, it was 
different and more favorable to tur- 
keys, but such conditions do not pre- 
vail over the United States as a 
whole." 


The family which turns from tur- 


key to chicken, pork or beef will find 
prices uniformly 
advanced. 
Hens 


show an average increase of S cents a 
pound, pork 2 to S cents, rib roasts 2 
to 10 cents. Sweet potatoes are" about 
the same price as last year, but the 
•white potato crop, 100,000.000 bushels 
below last year's and dangerous plant 
diseases abroad which have checked 
imports, 
have forced 
an increase 


there. Apples, oranges and grapes 
are a little higher than last year. 
Flour and sugar are uniformly cheap- 
er and butter shows no compartive 
advance. 


Eggs, however, from incomplete re- 


turns dated Nov. 15, from principal 
cities, show increases ranging from 
3 to 24 cents a dozen over last year's 
prices.
